clusion of a three-year study of 
homosexuality: ‘We do not think 
that it is proper for the law to 
concern itself with what a “man 
does in private unless it can be 
shown to be so contrary to the 
public good that the law ought 
to intervene.” 

The committee recommended 
that homosexual behavior between 
consenting adults no longer be con- 
sidered a criminal offense. 

But the committee dew a clear 
line w homosexuality as a 
private matter ends and such be- 
havior as a public matter begins. 
The law, it said, must. continue in 
sexual matters ‘‘to preserve pub- 
lic order and decency, to protect 
the citizen from what is offensive 
and/or injurious, and to provide 
sufficient safeguards against ex- 
pioitation and‘ corruption of oth- 
ws.” 


TO GUARD THE INNOCENT 


Thus, the legal or public con- 
cern is not the behavior itself but 
the protection of others from dis- 
order and indecency such as 
prowling or exhibitionism, to 
safeguard the citizen from nui- 
sance and aggression, and to 
guard the innocent or unwary 


from prosetylization. Even with

law, the Wolfenden group as- 
serted. 

Such a separation of the private 
from the public aspects of sex 
deviation, if accepted, would 
make it possible to cope with the 
evil more effectively—both pri- 
vately and publicly. 

There is no condonation or ap- 
proval of homosexuality in the 
Wolfenden report. The Church of 
England, in affirming the report, 
clearly stated—in the words of 
Dr. Robert Mortimer, bishop of 
Exeter—that while the law need- 
ed revamping, homosexuality it- 
self still remained “gravely sin- 
ful and wrong.”’ 


SPECIAL CLINIC 

In other words, where adult in- 
dividuals consent and harm no 
one) sex deviation may cease to 
be illegal—but it cannot cease to 
be immoral and unhealthy. 

Last January, just four months 
after the Wolfenden committee 
made its findings public, a group 
of London doctors announced the | 
formation of a special clinic for 
the treatment of homosexuals. 
Such an “experimental center’ 
had been recommended by the 
British Medical Assn. It would 
deal chiefly, the London doctors 
said, with individuals whose 
homoséxuality causes them “deep 
concern” and with those ‘‘neurotic 
personalities in whom homosexu- 
ality is but one manifestation of 
general instability.” 

The attempt is not new. In New 
York City a “readjustment clinic” 
for homosexuals was set up in 
1946 in conjunction with the. Mag- 
istrates Courts and operated for 
a time with moderate success. It 
gradually expired, however, be- 
cause it had run into the dead- 
end of inadequate knowledge: 
There just wasn’t enough known 
about homosexuality and how to 
treat it. . 
“DISAGREEABLE PEOPLE” 

In the 12 intervening years 
much has been learried.. New 
York Psychiatrist Edmund Berg- 
ler has reported on the treatment 
of 130 homosexuals with positive 
results in 77 per cent of the cases. 
He defines homosexuality as ‘‘a 
neurotic disease’ and portrays 
the homosexual personality in 
rather unpleasant terms as a very 
sick personality indeed.

It is a district rich in history, 
deep in tradition. Geograyhically 
and sociologically, the district is 
akin to the Virginia tidewater 
country; the speech, (commonly 
called ‘‘Geechee’’) of much of 
the coastal area‘is similar to that 
of the Virginia tidewater and the 
South Carolina low country. The 
graceful, tree-lined old towns and 
cities of the district have an 
aristocratic bearing. And some, 
notably Savannah, look down their 
proud noses in disapproval and 
distrust at the hinterlands of 
Georgia and particularly at big, 
brash, part-Yankee Atlanta. 


RURAL 


The district, aside from Savan- 
nah and Chatham County, is pre- 
dominantly rural with an economy 
dominated by agriculture and for- 
estry. Most of the counties have a 
relatively high percentage of Ne- 
gro population. 

As is true generally in Georgia 
that the rural counties dominate 
the district’s politics. Although 
one-third of the 1956 congression- 
al vote was cast in Chatham 
County (Savannah), the county ac- 
counted for only six of the 44 all- 
important unit votes. 

In the 1956 race, Preston polled 
almost 32,000 votes and carried 
16 counties; Hagan was runner-up 
with 20,672 popular votes and two 
counties. The third candidate, 
Spence Grayson of Savannah, re- 
ceived 13,353 votes but carried no 
counties. 

This year, Preston supporters 
claim they are stronger than ever. 
They say the race two years ago 
was Preston’s real test; having 
weathered that, they say, he is in 
an extremely strong position.

A new relay station which will 
for the first time give the United 
States a powerful medium-wave 
voice in the Middle East will be 
established ag soon as the State 
department’ has found a place to 
put it. Negotiations with coun- 
tries on the periphery of the Mid- 
dle East have been going on for 
several years. 

The State department declines 
to disclose which country is like- 
ly to serve as host to the Ameri- 
can transmitter. It could be Tur- 
key, Greece, Libya, Sudan, Ethi- 
opia or Iran.

Isn’t Easy 


Finding a seat in church or in a theater always struck me as 
a fairly simple operation if you got there in time and seats were 
available. I suppose I either_underestimated or overlooked ushers. 

Then my son did a hitch as usher at our favorite neighborhood 
theater and I began to catch on to the fact that seating people can 
be a complicated maneuver, calling for the utmost in diplomacy, 
battlefield strategy and physical stamina. I knew that church and 
theater ushers weren't charged with.the responsibility which weighs 
so heavily on a friend of ours when he is usher at a wedding. (‘I 
aiways try to balance the mink,” he said. “I don’t care whose 
kinfolks they are, I seat them so both sides look equally elegant."’) 


But when my son used to practice holding his flashlight just so 
and inquiring in that sepulchral whisper, ‘‘How far down, please?” 
I began to see the proportions of any usher’s dilemma. He had te 
sound cordial but not too cordial because that way people stop and 
talk te you and tell you about their eyes or the trouble they’ve 
been having with their ears or how when they come by themselves 
they like to sit in one place but their Aunt Minnie always sits in 
another. This distracis the other customers and holds up traffic. 
So the usher strives for a faintly haughty, faintly regal air that 
subtly conveys the impression that he’s the Duke of Edinburgh and 
you're a guest in Buckingham Palace and of course, thrilled te 
be wherever he wants to stash you away. 


This can’t be true in church and for some time I've wondered 
what particular problems confront the gentlemen who smile at me 
over their carnations each Sunday and lead me to my pew with a 
program held just out of reach like a carrot before a donkey. 

Last week that church bulletin reprinted a piece from “The 
Christian Century’’ which gives you the church usher’s point of 
view. According to the article the church usher must “radiate 
friendliness but not the devastating cordiality of a head waiter to 
a Big Tipper.” 


It suggested some aptitude tests for the usher. “Can you seat 
a congregation of 200 people, spaced so well that they look like 
400?” the article asked. ‘‘This is important, for rainy Sundays 
come—and also those other Sundays, known sadly to every pastor, 
when for no earthly reason the crowd is away down. ... This 
seating takes skill, but when well done it covers up a let of wood- 
work. 

“Can you handle folks who make a dive for the back seat before 
the rest of the church is filled up? Not violently, of course, but 
firmly? Learn to convey with your eyes the information that the 
back seats are upholstered with spikes, and that unless they are 
Holy Men of India, used to sitting on such sharp furniture, the 
folks will find the front seats more comfortable. Then, with a com- 
manding manner say, ‘This way, please!’ 

“Can you walk clear down to the beginning of the middle aisle 
and then find that your convoy has left you a quarter of a mile 
back, and still not show a ruffle in your manner or any daggers in 
your looks but a composure that indicates that everything has gone 
as planned? If so, you'll be a man, my son! 

“Can you deal lovingly but effectively with the end-seat hog, 
or, as perhaps more often the case, Mrs. Hogg? It ought to be well 
known, after all these centuries, that if you go clear into the center 
of the pew you will never be disturbed by people walking all over 
you. But not many individuals of the Mr. and Mrs. Hogg type have 
minds massive enough to grasp that intricate truth. Can you give 
the lady guarding the entrance to the pew a kick on the ankle and 
make her think it was the stout man climbing past her?” 

You see. Being an usher isn’t easy.

In reducing, it is enormously 
helpful to know what to expect.

Day after day you step 
hopefully on the scales, only to 
read the same bad news. 

This apparent failure to lose, 
despite a calorie deficit, is due 
to the baffling condition known 
as water retention. It is well to 
be alert to the fact that this 
can happen at the beginning of 
a diet, and again after you have 
taken off part of the excess. 
STORED WATER 


Here’s the explanation: The 
fat you have actually lost is be- 
ing temporarily replaced by 
stored water. When you cut cal- 
ories below the amount used 
daily, the fat from individual 
cells is used up for fuel. If the 
space which the fat has occu- 
pied is taken up by water, the 
registration of lost poundage is 
delayed. During thi8 time, you 
may even ‘“‘gain’’ because fat 
weighs less than water. 

When the fat globule in the 
individual cell is wholly used up, 
the water in the cell is abrupt- 
ly released into the circulation

Atlanta’s Hospitality 
Sampled by 13 Asians 


By BOB WOLFENBARGER 
A bit of that world-renowned Georgia hospitality 
was extended to a group of Asian visitors who stopped 
off here briefly Thursday afternoon. 


The visitors in Atlanta en route 
to Jackson, Miss., walked off the 
plane for what they thought would 
be a routine plane transfer. 

Here’s where Atlanta hospitality 
took over. 

They no sooner stepped off the 
plane than airline officials 
whisked them off to a dinner in 
their honor with city officials, 
federal government officers, mili- 
tary officers, and Atlanta busi- 
nessmen attending. 

And in Deep South tradition, 
Gov. Griffin wrote each of the 
13 Far Eastern representatives 
an official letter of welcome to 
the state. 

The group, who represent virtu- 
ally every non-Communist Far 
Eastern nation, are in the United 
States to study: water resources 
and water conservation facilities 
in this country. 

The mission, labeled the Water 
Resources Study Group, is a 
United Nations sponsored group 
comprising civil engineers and 
public works officials. 

The study mission was con- 
ceived at a 1957 U.N. conference 
held in Manila to study Far East- 
ern affairs. It was here the at- 
tending nations recognized a need 
for a fact-finding study of water 
resources. 

Here’s an idea of what Thailand 
is doing to solve its water prob- 
lems. And by American standards, 
it poses quite a problem. 

“Electricity in my country is 
very expensive,” Thailand dele- 


.zad Ahmad, 


gate Boonchob Kanchanalak said. 
“It costs five cents per kilowatt 
hour up to a maximum of 50 kilo- 
watt hours; then it goes up ten 
cents,” he added. 

To lower the cost of electricity, 
Thailand is constructing a huge 
hydroelectric dam costing 66 mil- 
lion dollars. The dam will also, 
when finished in 1963, help irrigate 
surrounding lands and control 
floods in central and northern 
Thailand. 

Indonesia is also building a huge 
dam on the island of Java, but it 
has a unique problem, Subadie 
Kusno, chief engineer in East 
Java, says. Speaking in a foreign- 
flavored English, he said a vol- 
cano, located near the dam, in- 
termittently dumps volcanic ashes 
and dust on the project. 

The group came to this country 
several months ago, A. R. Khan- 
na, head of the group, said. Since 
then, they have visited several 
water control projects.

REPLY: Yes, if you have peri- 
odic checkups by the physician

REPLY: Not on normal kidneys 
but diseased or inflamed organs 
may be irritated by this bubbly 
beverage. 

E. B. P. writes: I suffered from 
a skin irritation every spring un- 
til I discovered it was caused by 
daffodils. I wonder if others have 
the same problem. 

REPLY: Daffodils are one of 
the 50 varieties of plant irritants. 
Persons who have this allergy 
should not handle them. 

M. J. writes: What causes 
spasms of the pylorus in an 
adult? 

REPLY: Nervousness ard irri- 
tation are common causes. Irrita- 
tion may be associated with ulcer 
or gastritis or follow dietary in- 
discretions, including overindul- 
gence in alcohol. 

H. J. writes: What is gamma 
globulin and what is it given for? 

REPLY: It is the protein factor 
of the blood that contains many 
of the antibodies against disease. 
It is used principally as a pro- 
phylaxis against measles.

But he 
added it was not possible now to 
give any specific date. 

Hussein declared, “Our internal 
situation is perfect and our only | 

lems come from outside.” 
Later he called upon other Arab | 
states to take initiative and ‘‘show | 
they are sincere” about easing | 
external pressure on Jordan. | 

Earlier Thursday a three-mem- 
ber military court handed down | 
verdicts of guilty against all five 
persons accused of conspiracy | 
against the state in a terror bomb- 
ing plot.
